STATEMENT OF CHARGES

On June 28, 1999, the Securities Division of the Department of Financial Institutions, State of Washington

entered a Statement of Charges and Notice of Intent to Enter Order to Cease and Desist (SDO 42 – 99) against

Respondents, including Ronald M. Topping.  That order was served on Ronald M. Topping on July 26, 1999.  On July

30, 1999 Ronald M. Topping requested a hearing on the matters alleged in SDO 42 – 99.  The Securities Division was

subsequently notified that Ronald M. Topping died on August 14, 1999.  In light of this fact, the Securities Division

believes that the relief requested in SDO 42 – 99 as to Ronald M. Topping only is no longer necessary for the

protection of Washington investors.

ORDER

Based on the foregoing, NOW, THEREFORE IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the relief requested in SDO

42 – 99 be vacated only as to Ronald M. Topping.
